The La Salle Street Project. 

The total cost of all other improve- 
ments, for which bond money is re- 
quested, will be submitted to the voters 
in full on April 13. These are projects 
which have been initiated by the pres- 
ent city administration. 

The largest of these is the La Salle 
street job for which the voters havé 
already approved a bond issue to con- 
struct a bridge. The remainder of the 
task is the widening of this &0-foot 
thoroughfare to 120 feet between 
Washington and Ohio streets and to 
108 feet between Ohio and Eugenie 
streets. To accomplish this, the city 
estimates that it will require $4,200,000. 
Of this total, it is planned to spend 
$2,000,000 this year on the section be- 
tween Washington and Ohio streets. 


The Indiana Avenue Widening. 

Another project involving consider- 
able money is usually referred to as 
the Indiana avenue and Twenty-second 
street system. It-is estimated that this 
will cost $2,680,000. The city council 
passed a bond issue of $3,000,000 Oct. 
10, 1924, that was subsequently ap- 
proved by the electorate in which there 
was an item of $837,257 for this street 
plan. Of that sum, about $420,000 re- 
mains unexpended. To complete the 
project, it is now proposed to issue 
more bonds totaling $1.850,000. 


Both Indiana avenue and Twenty- 


second street are 66 feet wide at pres- 
ent. The program contemplates that 
Twenty-second street shall be 120 feet 
wide between Archer avenue and Calu- 
met avenue; and Indiana shall be 100 
feet wide between Sixteenth and 
Twenty-third streets. These improve-

“As a result,”’ he added, “‘we and 
other communities are meekly bowing 
to taxation without representation. 
There are 1,700,000 residents of our 
state who are denied representation.” 

“Cook county,” he said, “is denied 
proper representation, although it sup- 
plies 67 per cent of all the taxes for 
the state. A reapportionment would 
give Cook county alone five more state 
senators.”

_ Fhe government of Madrid clearly 
has indicated by publishing the penal- 
ties that the lawyers of Barcelona 
will suffer property confiscation, will 
be disbarred, and will lose their right 
to vote if they protest in any way 
against the government’s action.

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Tunney Signs New Contract 
to Fight for Tex Rickard

New York, March 29.—({Special. ]— 
Gene Tunney and his manager, Billy 
|} Gibson, today signed with Tex Rick- 
ard a contract under the terms of 
which the ex-marine must fight any 
opponent selected for him by the big 
promoter within the next year and 
eannot fight any one at all without 
the sanction of Rickard. 

Neither Tunney nor Rickard seemed 
particularly hopeful of @ Tunney- 
Dempsey heavyweight championship 
match this summer, and with Willie 
Stribling counted out of the question 
because his father-manager is demand- 
ing $75,000 to have the Georgian meet 
Gene, a Tunny-Wills battle seemed 
tonight the most likely product of the 
contract. ; 

After wigning the paper, Tunney, 
who startled the literary world by 
reading two feet, eight and three- 
eights inches of the five foot shelf of 
books including prefaces and annota- 
tioly in two weeks flat, against time, 
proceeded to knock out Dempsey, 
Wills and Stribling, the noted addict 
of education, in an hour’s conversation 
at the down town salon of his mana- 


ger. 
Tunney Whips "Em All. 

Dempsey, Wills and Stribling were 
not present, being defeated in absentic 
as Tunney, in his intellectual way, ex- 
pressed it. 

Gibson was present but not con- 
scious at the vanquishment of the 
Messrs. Wills and Stribling, having 
swooned into a two bushel waste bas- 
ket, used as a letter file for million 


dollar offers, as Tunney polished off 
Dempsey with a flurry of high power 
words including ‘“ psychology,’’ ‘‘ am- 
bidexterous”’ and “ imponderable.”’

Officials Say Games Aid 
College Athletics. 


New York, March. 29.—(/)—Confiict 
between athletic directors in western 


conference Big Ten and Amateur Ath- 
letic union developed today over prac- 
tice of undergraduates appearing in 
meets under A. A. U. competition. 

Protests against such practice, cou- 
pled with a request that the A. A. U. 
take medsura@s to prevent it, recently 
were lodged by Z. G. Clevenger of In- 
diana universky, spokesman for the 
athletic directors of the Big Ten. In 
a reply made public today, Murray 
Hulburt of New York, president of the 
A. A. U., characterized the proposal 
as “‘unreasonable”’ and denied that 
the situation warranted any corrective 
measure by his association. 

Mr. Hulburt’s letter in part follows: 


Calls It Publicity. 


“ Notwithstanding the fact that your 
concern for the welfare of your ath- 
letes is less keen than your craving 
for publicity, I shall endeavor to set 
forth the position of the Amateur Ath- | 
letic union and to demonstrate the Un- | 
reasonableness of your proposal. 

‘‘In the first place, you admit your) 
inability to control. the athletic stu- 
dents under your own jurisdiction. 

“In the second place, you appar- 
ently take no account of the fact that 
there are many colleges throughout the 
couritry that do not share your views. 
To adopt your suggestion would work 
a hardship on a greater number of in- 
stitutions than are now members of 
the Big Ten conference. 

“The dates of the annual junior and 
senior outdoor championships of the 
Amateur Athletic Union have always 
been considerately fixed, having due 
regard to the termination of the col- 
lege year in the early summer or the! 
inauguration of a new year in the

_ “ We have always held that it would 
be helpful to the college athlete to 
offer him an opportunity to compete 
in our championships. Every compe- 
tition that is open to him during the 
summer aids him to Keep fit. It also 
affords an opportunity to appraise his 
worth in competition with other ath- 
letes whom he might not otherwise 
meet, and, therefore, is a basis for 
the selection and makeup of the Amer- 
ican Olympic team. 

“Practically all of the eastern col- 
leges voluntarily participate in the in- 
door competitions and raise no ob- 
jections to their athletes competing 
during vacation for the clubs with 
which they are affiliated.”

The argument so often advanced in 
political and business discussion that 


industrial states of the east contribute 
unduly to the.support of the general 
government has hag a centrifugal in- 
fluence. It has had an unfortunate 
effect upon the consideration of the 
rights of the. great central valley 
states—with their combined agricul- 
tural, mineral and factory production.

Mr. Henning’s tables show that the 
large amount of taxes paid on the sea- 
board are counterbalanced by great fed- 
eral expenditures there. A great part 
of the smaller expenditures in the in- 
terior states are mere repayment of 
loans of interest upen money lent to 
the government. 

Consider New York. For a long time it 
has been a current platitude that New 
York with about 10 per cent of the popu- 
lation of the country and 11.7 per cent 
of the wealth, has been paying 29 per 
cent of federal internal revenue. To 
date the writer has not heard that New 


York claims that customs collections at |g 


that port are a burden upon the people 
of that state exclusively. 

Now Mr. Henning reveals that Néw 
York gets back $495,663,795 of the $658.- 
585,982 collected by the federal govern- 
ment within its DSorders.

For every dollar taken 75 cents 's 
paid back and enters. the trade of the 
state. New York, * appears, is really 
far ahead of the game. A large part 
of. the internal revenue taxes credited 
to New York are im truth paid. by other 
folks, as surely as the cigaret smokers 
of 47 states are really responsible for 
the fact that Narth ‘Carolina is the 
banner state of the Union with respect 
to federal taxes as compared to federe! 
expenditures within its borders. 

That North Carolina pays five times 
as much to Uncle Sam as Uncle spends 
in that state ig due to the fact that tar 
heels roll fags, not that they are 
philanthropists or financial super men. 
That New York pays a fourth more 
taxes than it receives from federal dis- 
bursements shows not that New York 
is plundered by proconsuls of the hicks, 
but that Wall street is on Manhattan 
island. —
